When Gen. Eisenhower, who knew something 
-« b u t the cost of war and had said some solemn 
Jthings ab ou t the valu e of hu man life, was elect- 
jed president he was committed b y a campaign 


promise to end the Korean War — not win H. 
ju st end it 
This is what Lyndon R Johnson has committed 
his administration to do—end the war in Viet 
Nam President Johnson never has promised to 
wm at any cost That has never b een his com­ 
mitment. 
Aside from the confu sion that has b een,b lown 
u p his administration's procedu res and its su r­ 
prising shift of emphaso from minimu m to 
maximu m involvement in Sou theast Asia, the 
central fact is that President Johnson is still 
moving paralle to President Eisenhower, who 
ended a war in Korea and went on from there 
to increased popu larity with the people and 
strong su pport from Congress, 
inclu ding 
the 
loyal su pport of the then Democratic leader of 
the U S Senate. Lyndon B Johnson of Texas. 
There aren't many things ab ou t politics that 
can b e predicted with certainty. Bu t it can b e 
predicted with near certainty that any presiden 
wiio says he is going to win a war at any 
cost is on shaky grou nd. Presidents pledged to 
stop wars have b etter lu ck

U S protest b u t has led to an ou tright rejection

And it isn't a moment loo soon! 
• Nkru mah has b een raking Americans over the 
-foal« for so long one can scarcely, if ever, 
^Tememb er when he fou nd anything nice to say 
•« b ou t ou r cou ntry or the people whose responsi­ 
b ility it is to lead it. 
His b ook said, among other things, that tha 


United States is the No 1 representative of 
neocolomalist. imperialist powers, and describ ed 
the Peace Corps as a tool of imperialism and 
the U.S. Information Agency as a vehicle for 
American “ psychological w arfare.” 
He also was critical of the U S Agency for 
International Development < AID> and the World 
Bank—two agencies which 
have 
contrib u ted 
heavily to Ghana’s economic development m 
recent years 
Ghana has received more than $166 million in 
U S. aid thu s far 
Until Nkru mah can learn to shu t his b ig mou th 
and show some signs of friendly cooperation 
with a cou ntry which is try ing only to help, not 
ru n. his cou ntry, we wou ld heartily endorse a 
complete shu toff of all aid, no m atter what 
form it takes

More Race 
Problems 


The stimu lation ot racial consciou sness is b e­ 
coming perhaps the b iggest single b arrier in 
American today to the attainment of either the 
spirit or the letter of racial eq u ality. The pro­ 
cess of reason as the b est 
means for reconciliation of dif­ 
ferences is b eing given less 
emphasis. The main depend­ 
ence is b eing placed instead 
on the coercive powers of the 
law 
This, in tu rn, increases 
b itter feelings on b oth sides. 
The recent pronosal of Pres­ 
ident Johnson, whereb y feder­ 
al laws w^u ’d u ndertake to de- 
Oav* La**r*ae# ’ermine how ju ries « hall b e 
c' osen. 1« likely to have an u nintended resu lt. 
It mav make it possib le for criminals to escape 
pu oi.#iment. as “ hu ng” ju ries—disagreeing on 
the verdict—b ecome more and more freq u ent 
Tlie former state senator. Alva Bru mfield of 
Lou isiana a tru stee of the Lou isiana Bar ,As- 
so'- ation and a tru stee of the Tn,ero» tinn'*i A 
d. 
emy of Trial Lawyers who considers him« elt 
a lib eral and has b oth white » nd Negro clients, 
d^riores anti-Negro sentiment 
He points ou t. 
however the difficu ltie« in trvm® fo d^a* with 
racial differences in « electing ju ries He « ays: 
“ It’s part of a lawver’s job to u tilize the 
preju dices of the commu nity. These preju dices, 
whether against 
Negroes or other minority 
grou ps or economic interests, exist everywhere 
xr the cou ntry. 
“The lawyer nas the legal ob ligation to u tilize 
them, u nder proper legal procedu re, on b enalf 
of his client or to cou nter them if they a rt 
against his client’s interests. . . . 
"'nieoretically, ju rors are su pposed to b e com­ 
pletely impartial b u t practically speaking, every 
man has likes and dislikes. The law didn’t 
create anti Negro sentiment, for example, and 
the defense lawyer can’t ignore it.” 


THE VERY EXISTENCE of a law spelling 
ou t or even vagu ely referring to racial dis 
crimination in the selection of ju rors will give 
lawyers an opportu nity to make an issu e of it 
in almost every case. Whether the ju ry is all- 
white or all^Negro or mixed, there is b ou nd to 
develop racial consciou sness as a resu lt of the 
discu ssion in a cou rt prior to the selection of a 
ju ry. The prob lem wou ld b e fu rther complicated 
if the law refers also to religiou s discrimination, 
b ecau se defense attorneys then cou ld insist u p­ 
on all-Catholic or all-Protestant or all-Jewish 
panels 
One difficu lty already has arisen throu gh the 
lowering of voting standards. The q u alilieations 
of ju rors vary from state to state, and some 
req u ire that q u alified voters make u p the ju ry 
lists. Now that the civil rights law says that 
in certain areas it isn’t necessary to b e ab le 
to read or write in order to vote, the lists of 
voters from which ju ry panels are chosen are 
b eing expanded so that almost anyone b ecomes 
q u alifitd for ju ry’ service. 


HERE'S A SAMPLE of what is happening 
as related in a dispatch from East Naples. Fla., 
pu b lished in the Miami Herald. Nov. 14: 
“ A b y-produ ct of the federal civil rights pro 
gram has tied a knot In the Collier Cou nty 
ju dicial process A« a resu lt a Miami mnn faces 
retrial after an all-Negro fou nd him b oth gu ilty 
and innocent of interfering with telenhone ser­ 
vice. a felony The heart of the confu sed case 
is a confu sed ju ry, some of whose memb ers, 
inclu ding the foreman, later admitted they were 
illiterate. . . . 
"Ju ry panels come from the voter lists and 
the literacy req u irement was not an issu e b e­ 
fore. b ecau se illiterates cou ld not vote. . . . 
“ The ju ry delib erated for an hou r and 4 min­ 
u tes and retu rned a verdict. Foreman Melt Wil­ 
liams pronou nced TV Andrea gu iltv b u t the writ­ 
ten
